DECISION OF THE APPELLATE COURT! 
Jiulffi* Muir’s Derision Affirmed! 

w. K. THOMAS THK JAILKU1 

The Court being sufficiently advised, delivered 
tha following opinion, to-wit : 

We deem it proper to remark by way of expla- 
nation, in the commencement of our opinion in 
this case, that this is not a controversv between 
Batman and Thomas as to which oue of them is 
entitled to the otfice of Jailer of Jetferson countv- 
1 hernias is not a party to these proceedings. T nay 
were instituted by Batman, in ihe first place, la 
compel the presiding Judge of the County Court, 
the Clerk thereof, and the Sheriff ot tbe'countv, 
to proceed to tho discharge of their duties as an 
examining board, and in ’.fiat character to deter- 
mine who was elected to the office of Jailer at 
the August election in 1»5 h. In the second 
place, to compel the presiding Judge of the 
County court, aud the Clerk thereof, and a Jus- 
ttceof the Feace, to organize tot required by law, 
and proceed to tne disenarge of their duties as a 
contesting board. 

It will ue icudily perceived that in detei mining 
the questions arising under the proceedings, al- 
though Batman's rigiit to the oihee ntav be me; 
dentally involved, rtt it is not presented to this 
Court lor its adjudication. The application to 
the Circuit Court was not made by batman for a 
decision that he was entitled to tile ollice of Jail 
er, nor could the Court have rendered any decis 
iou ou that question that could ha’ e determined 
which of the claimants had the best right lo the 
office, and have thus settled the contest between 
them. This appeul ouly brings before this Com t 
lor investigation the same matters that w^re 
passed upon by the Circuit Couit. 

The law has designated the manner in w hich 
snch que&linfia snail be ascertained U mt deter- 
mined. A board is to be constituted, as proscribed 
by the statute, to examine the poll books uDd 
issue certificates ot election. Auotner board is to 
be organized iu the case of a contested election, 
for the determining thecontest between theciaim- 
ants. Upon* this last mentioned board the law 
devolves the duty, and confers the power ot 
deciding who is entitled to the office. The Court- 
have no right to adjudicate upou these ques ious 
or te decide such contests. 1 hey mav, by manda- 
mui, compel either of the boards to* act, when it 
letuses to do so without any good cause. This 
was the object of the proceedings in the consoli- 
dated cases, and to this extent onlv has. he judi- 
ciary any power to atlord relief iu cases of con- 
tested elections. 

The decision of the contesting hoard is made 
final and conclusive by the statute. By t! is pro- 
vision, the Legislature evidently intended to ac- 
complish a two fold purpose. A speedy aud sum- 
mary mode of deciding cuses ol contested elec- 
tions, and determining which cue of the claimant* 
was entitled lo the cilice, was very important, end 
to effect this object, the organization of this board 
wus provided lor. Another object equal Iv impor- 
tant was to withdraw tfiese contests from the ju- 
risdiction of the courts, and, as was said in the 
case of Newcua against Kirtly, 13 B. Men. *17,

being harrassed, and, indeed, overwhelmed with 
the investigations, and involved in the excite- 
ments to which these cases may he expected to 
give rise.” This object w-us also e fleeted by tank 
mg the decision ot tins board final and conclusive 
m nil cases of contested election.

The persons upon whom the law devolves the 
duly of comparing the polls, cannotexcusethein- 
-elves, for a failure to discharge that dutv, ou the 
ground ihat it has been discharged by other per- 
sons. It tbe hoard that may organize be 
composed of individuals who, uuder the pro- 
vision# ot the statute, are not constituent mem- 
bers thereof, their action mav he disregarded bv 
those who, having been candidates tor office, are 
interested in the election. Having a light to a 
comparison of the polls by the proper persons, 
they may proceed by writ of mandamus to compel 
them to perform their duty, unless they are exon- 
erated from its performance by their inability or 
disqualification to act. The second reason reded 
upon, therefore, is the only one necessary to be 
considered. 

The facte upon which the validity of this leason 
depends nrenot controverted. The legal effect 0 ! 
those facts is the matter in dispute, and ull 
v. hich we are called upon to decide. Is the Sher 
iff, when he is himself a candidate tor office at an 
tlectiou, thereby disqualified from acting us a 
member of the board? Are the other persons, 
designated by the statute us members of the 
board, uiso disqualified to act us such, when thev 
are candidates lor office at the same election?— 
These are the questions by which the sufficiency 
of the reason relied upon is to be tested and de- 
termined. 

The section of the statute which provides for 
me organization of the board to compare the 
polls, is as 10 . lows: 

“The presiding Judge of the County Court, 
the Clerk thereof, and the bherilf, or other officer 
acting for him at an election, shall coostitu'.e a 
board for examining the poll-books of each coun- 
ty, and giving certificate* of election. Any two 
ot them may constitute a board ; ba. if either is 
a candidate, he shall have no voice in tbe decision 
of his own cuse. If, from any cause, two of the 
before named persons cannot, ia whole or part, 
act in comparing the .polls, their places shall he 
supplied by the two Justices ol the Feace who 
may reside nearest the conrt house.’’ 

It is further enacted by the statute, “That if 
the office of Sheriff' is vacant, or if the Sheriff 
himself is a candidate at any election, all bis du- 
ties pertaining to that election shull be performed 
by the Coroner, and such deputies as he shall ap- 
point for that purpose.” 

The duties of a Sheriff’, pertaining to an elec- 
tion, include all those that the statute imposes up- 
• ,n him, both during an election and subnequeut 
! thereto. Tbe language used is sufficiently com- 
prehensive to embrace them all ; and if any doubt 
axisted with respect to the intention of the Legis- 
lature on this subject, it is entirely removed by 
the provision relating to the organizatian of the 
hoard. It ia to be composed of the presiding 
Judge of the County Court, the Clerk thereof, 

! und the Sheriff', or other ojictr acting for him at 
an election. The Sheriff is not to oe a member 
of tbe board when, uccordiug to the requisition 
of the statute, some other officer has to act for 
him at an election. The olficar thus acting be- 
comes, in consequence thereof, one of the con- 
stituent members of the board. The expression, 
“ the Sheriff', or other officer acting for him at an 
election," does not mean that either one of them 
may be a member of the board, but that the 
Sheriff' shall be, unless some other officer lias act- 
ed for him at an election ; then, in that case, tbe 
officer thus acting shall be the member, and net 
the Sheriff. 

It follows that the Sheriff was not qualified to act 
in this case as a member of the examining beard. 
The Coroner did not act for him at the election, be- 
cause he was himself acandidate. And as the pre- 
siding Judge of the County Court was also a can- 
didate, he did not appoint any person to perform 
the duties of the Sheriff, and therefore there was 
no person to take the place of tbe Sheriff in the 
hoard. The judges of the election at each of the 
precincts had to appoint a person to act in the 
place of the Sheriff for the election in that pro- 
duct. But it is evident that tbe statute does not 
contemplate that such persons shall be members 
of the examining board. The officer who acts 
for the Sheriff' is to be the member. One person 
alone is referred to, and not several persons who 
may thus act. Besides, the power which tbe 
statute confers on the persons] who may be ap- 
pointed by the judges of the election at each pre- 
cinct, ie expressly restricted to that precinct, and 
te that day. 

At, therefore, the Sheriff wae disqualified to act 
as a member of the board, and there waa no 
person to act in his place, and the Clerk of

AVe publish elsewhere this morning the decis- 
ion cf the Appellate Court in the celebrated con- 
tested jailerciection case.

The build- 
ings are spacious, and afford ample room and ar- 
rangements for barracks. The grounds are admi 
rabiy suited for field exercise. In fact, a more 
suitable location could not possibly be selected. 
It combines every requisite. 

AVe have new in the Union but oue Cavalry 
School — that at Carlisle, Pennsylvania— and tbe 
geDcr 1 presumption is that it will have to be 
given up. It is too far from the center of 
population, its maintenance is toe expensive, and 
the feeling is decidedly favorable to its removal 
to some point where lhe*best interests of the ser- J 
v,ce can be better subserved, and the establish- 
ment conducted upon a more economical scale. 
Tbe utility of the school is conceded on all sides. 
Our cavalry is pcihapa the most important 
branch of national defense. On the frontiers it is 
indispensable, and upon its efficiency depends at 
all times the success of any army in the field. 

We trust that this projet, which is now before 
Congress, will be pushed forward to a succcesful 
conclusion. The members of our Kentucky del- 
egation should especially interest themselves in a 
matter which promises to be of such essential and 
vital importance to the great body of their con- 
stituents.

It is a subject of 
course full of interest to all of ns, and serves well 
to show bow far and how fast our goodly city has 
progressed. There are many of our citizens, and 
they are not elderly persons either, who will re- 
member when the densest forests spread all over 
Broadway and Chestnut streets, and fields of 
waving corn bent tbeir heads to the breeze on 
thoac streets now most beautiful and most im- 
proved by the hand of the architect. Dark for- 
ests were all around us then. From Shippings- 
port to Portland, aud all over tbe present site of 
Xew Albany, the earth upheld only the growth 
of the forest. A person would never have ex- 
pected that they were approaching the town until 
in its very midst. 

Louisviile then — say a generation ago — was 
characterized by certain peculiar features of topo- 
graphy. The moat prominent of these were tbe 
ponds, specimens of which are yet to be seen in 
our suburbs. One of these miniature lakes ex- 
tended from about the comer of Ninth and Jeffer- 
son streets all the way to Portland. It was called 
tbe Long Pond, and was not misnamed. Many a 
courting frolic was bad upon this sheet of water; 
for, being frozen in tbe winter, it was of a moon- 
light night tbe grand center of merry-making 
groups. Young men would pot on their skates, 
and the bright, rosy cheeked girls would seat 
themselves in chairs, and putting them length- 
wise on the ice, snugly wrapped in fura, would 
glide over the glassy surface with the velocity of 
a railwav car. Beautiful pastime! Ah, there are 
hundreds who remember the stolen kiss, and the 
pledges of love, and the life-long happiness that 
has resulted from those skating frolics. 

At the present corner of Fourth and Jefferson, 
(where then stood a tan yard,) on Main, above First, 
and on Center, between Green and Walnut, there 
were other ponds. The latter of these was very 
beautiful, and called by way of distinction “ The 
Lake.” Its form was square, the water was clear 
as cryetal, and the whole was fringed by lovely 
sloping banks of the richest emeralds. Tbe 
proprietors of the surrounding grounds preserved 
it with great care as an appropriate and tasteful 
ornament to tbeir grounds, while the choicest fish 
were angled from its clear deptha.

We n.entiol*Mi In our issue cf Wednesday teat 
Capt J. W. AbCrt, U. R. A., Lad accepted the 
command of the National Blues, a handsomely 
equipped volunteer company, composed of a 
number of our most gallant young men. Upon 
assuming this position, Capt. Abert entertained 
the company in the most hospitable manner, at 
his elegant residence. After the festivities of the 
evening were concluded, the Captain addressed 
the Blues in the following eloquent, sensible, and 
eoldier-like remarks : 

Officers and Soldiers of the Sational Blues : — 
In assuming command of this company, I deem 
it necessary to say u few words, in order that we 
may form a closer acquaintance. But first I 
must thank von for the great honor you have 
conferred upon me in electing me to this com- 
mand. And now let me proceed to introduce 
myself to you. 

Graduating at the U. S. Military Academy in 
lt>42, my duties as an officer in the U. S. Topo- 
graphical Engineers have engaged me in the sur- 
veys of lakes, hurbors, rivers, military roads, 
and military recon noisances, the construction of 
field works, etc. My most arduous campaigns 
were under the commaiu of Col. J. C. Fremont 
across the prairies in 1345; under Gen. Kearney 
in the invasion of Northern Mexico in 1817; un- 
der the command of Col. Munroe, Gen. Ilarney, 
and Col. Loomis, in Florida m 1856, ’57 and ’58; 
and lastly, seme experience in camp life with tbe 
army ii Utah, under the command of Gen Persi- 
ler F. Smith, who died sword in hand in the 
spriDgof 1858, aud was succeeded by iny former 
commander, Gen. Harney. I have known what 
is camp life for every consecutive dav in the year, 
on the northern prairies aud in the Rocky Moun- 
tains, whete w inter in its season reigns supreme. 

1 have known what is camp life in the burning 
Florida?, where the summer sun shines vertical- 
ly down. Thus you sc? 1 have had sonic experi- 
ence in the tented field. On two of thes • occa- 
sions I had the gratification of serving with vol- 
unteers. In 15-17 Gen. Kearney’s army was com- 
posed mostly of Missouri volunteers, whose im- 
mediate commander was Gen. Doniphan. Some 
of these troops attracted especial attention. I 
will mention the artillery, commando 1 by Major 
Lewis Clark : they were noted for being always 
neatly uniformed,* subordinate in conduct, brave 
in action, and of unllinching firmness in the dis 
charge of duty. There were also infantry and 
mouu.rd troops of volunteers, W: o could not well 
be surpassed in auy soldierly attribute. 

My iiex; service with volunteers was in Florida, 
with soldiers of that State, scouting along the 
Kissimmee river, in the vicinity of Lake Okee- 
chobee, and on the borders of the cypress swamps 
aud everglades. I rode side by side with volun- 
teer Captains, at the head of their companies. I 
found them brave, generous-hearted, and ever 
ready and active iu the performance of their 
duties. 

In regard to tbe necessity of military knowl- 
edge, we should recollect that we are the defend- 
ers of that grand principle, “The Sovereignty of 
the People,” to which the Rulers of the Old World 
are vitally opposed . Our progress inspires their 
dowu-trodden masses with tbe spirit of freedom, 
which is their inalienable right, and which, I be 
lieve, must cause the destruction of their present 
political organizations. 

In 176b our present Constitution was adopted, 
fathered by such men as Washington, Madison, 
Hamilton, Jay, tbe two Morlsses, and others of 
the greatest talents and nobility of heart who 
ever appeared to redeem u nation. Since the 
time of the adoption ol our Constitution our na- 
tional progress has been wonderful. What vast 
acquisitions we have already made in area of 
Territory, iu science, in weultb, in power; and at 
this moment what great projects engage the pub- 
lic mind. We are about making a railroad to 
the Pacific, and we are honestly striving to extend 
our domain iu Mexico, to obtain Cubs, and the 
coutrol of the routes across the Isthmus. Should 
the nations of Europe attempt to oppose us, we 
must be ready to meet thtrn, if need be, at the 
point of the bayonet. France once sent a twen- 
tieth part of her population to combat the allied 
armies ot Europe. The patriotism of Americans 
would do no less, and we have over twenty-five 
millions of people. 

But we must be careful lest our great prosperity 
seduce us into listless inaction. There are ever 
battles to be fought, and we must prepare for 
them. The interests and welfare of our countn 
must be kept ever iu view ; they are our interests; 
in the glory of our country is their pride. Wt 
can boast of her t-ucsesses— as a nation governing 
herself— as a nation destined by this principle til 
self-government to become one of the most pow- 
erful nations on the globe. 

The great men who founded cur Gov- 
ernment were alike celebrated for their pa- 
triotism aud for their religion. Let us imi- 
tate these virtues, (or they arc the only trne 
Inundations upon which a Government caa b? 
permanently established. Without patriotism to 
defend our country, its rights would be trampled 
upon by foreign nations. Without religion to con- 
trol the passions of men, our people would be- 
come bad, lawless, and ungovernable, aud it is 
self-evident no Government can exist where the 
people w ill not consent to be governed. 

One of the most enuobling lessons at the U. 8. 
Military Academy is to be learned from a picture, 
painted by that grand artist and good mao, Uobt. 
Weir, it bangs above the altar, in the chape! 
where the cadets assemble for public worship. — 
Let me describe it : 

The rising sun, type of our national progress, 
gilds the gray sky with lints portending its meri- 
dian splendor; its rays fall on the banner of our 
country, whose folds, no longer (lung wild to the 
storm of war, are hanging iu peaceful tlow. On 
the right stand? War, in armor clad, ever ready, 
but with thoughtful looks; the hilt of Ills sheathed 
sword is encircled with the laurel crown. On the 
left stands a beautiful female figure of Bence, 
clad in the white robes of innocence; her right 
hand extended diets tiie olive brunch; her eyes 
are raised heavenward imploring prosperity to. 
her reign. Betwetn these figures of Peace and 
War is the globe, on wbichsiands the American 
Eagle with wide-spread wings, type of the sov- 
eregnty of the people. These emblems are sup- 
ported by the altar of Patriotism and Religion, 
and high aloft, on a tablet of this altar, surround- 
ed by these significant emblems, and hallowed by 
the sanctity of the place, are inscribed words 
which can never be erased from my memory, and 
will I hope be deeply engraven upon yours. They 
are these : “Righteousness exultcth a nation, but 
sin is a reproach to any people.” 

And now for yourseivea, volunteer soldiers oi 
the N itionnl Blues. I perceive around borne 
wbo have already seen service in the tented 
field, experienced the hardness of a soldiers’ 
couch, the scantiness of a soldiers' 
fare; you have Lauded your3elrcs together u 
broi her soldiers, to prepare for any emergency 
wherein our country shall need your services — 
Here let us form a nucleus where we can aggre- 
gate our stock of military ideas, can excite the 
mind to investigate military alfairs, aud by prac- 
tice in this school of instruction of the soldiers’ 
drill, and by making ourselves familiar with tac 
tics, lay up a store of peculiar knowledge that 
will fit each one of us, wneu called upon, for posi 
tions of command, where we may prove the safe- 
ty of many entrusted to our care, or lead them on 
to the achievement of victory, or, if to death, to 
die gloriously — 

“For die we may, and die we must, 

Bat, oh! where on dust to dust 
Be conrigteJ so well 
As where heaven its dews shall shed 
On th* martyred patriot’s bed? 

And the rock* shall raise their heads 
Of his deeds to tell.’’

“Who could 
aigree to v ote ten millions upon unv such doubtful 
risk?” He, however, did not consider that the 
road would be built. When we arrive at the 
puint wlieu all purties will concede a portion of 
their prejudices, under the power of public seuti 
ment, so as to unite on a road to suit u I section.*, 
then, und not till then, will the Pacibc Railroad 
be built. 

Mr. Doolittle, of Wis., spoke in favor of taking 
those climates for conlracl'*. First. For a road 
north of the 41st parallel. Second. For a road 
betweeh the 37th and 1 d parallels. And, third. 
South of the 37th parallel ; the President to send 
ail r>t the said estimates to Congress lor its action. 

Mr. Iver on stated that he stood to every word 
he had before ultered iu lavor of two roads, ca 
sec’ional and political grounds, and, in addition, 
had had Iiis views fortiiied by other evidence.
